Anchos at 4d, Trading in sole leather has been a 
trifle more active, and with more confidence in evi. 
dence prices displayed a slightly firmer trend. The 
chief feature of interest was the increased inquiry 
for light bends for manufacturing purposes. The 
present level of values for offal -has induced mer 
chants to purchase more liberally and inquiries 
have been mere numerous than for some time pas! 
Upper leathers met a good demand, with patent 
box and willow calf and light and dark brown 
shades of kid chiefly in request. Prices were 
occasionally a trifle dearer. 
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A better undereurrent is reported in mos 
departments of the provision trade, and busi 
ness in most directions is sustained on thé 
recent improved scale. The outlook is, per- 
haps, more hopeful than at any time during 
the past year. The unexpected decline in 
sterling exchange rates tends to harden mar- 
kets affected by this movement. The butter 
market shows a firmer tendency, buyers 
generally operating freely at present low 
prices. The Danish official quotation has this

No change is recorded in 
Irish or Polish this week, but Danish and 
Dutch Nos, 2 and 3 selections show an official 
advance of 1s., and Swedish 2s. per cwt. Con- 
cern at the flood of imported foreign pig pro- 
ducts was expressed at a recént meeting of 
the Council of the National Pig Breeders’ 
Association in London. In one week recently, 
it was stated, no fewer than 225,000 pigs 
were killed in Denmark. The whole of this 
vast quantity was intended for British con- 
sumption. Large quantities of bacon were 
imported from all sources, while British pig 
breeders had to sell their stock at below cost 
of production. In the opinion of one speaker 
agriculturists generally, and pig breeders in 
particular, had reason to feel apprehensive 
of the Ottawa Conference. There had, he 
said, been far too much talk of what others 
were going to get and little or nothing 
what our Government was anxious to obtain 
for British agriculture.

It 
would not take much more to make that 
theatre a regular opera house, with an 
orchestra’ which would serve as the nucleus 
of a symphony orchestra. That is the kind 
of project to. which I think State support 
more. useÍully, as far as Dublin and the 
country as a whole are concerned, might be 
directed. 

Certain musical activities are. subsidised 
already by the State or by the Corporation 
of Dublin... Without seeking far for instances 
one remembers the Royal Irish Academy of 
Music, the Army School oí: Music, the 
Municipal School of Music, and the Dublin 
Corporation Chair of Irish Music in the 
National University. From both sources, 
however, more is given for art (in the ordi- 
nary sense) than is given for the art of 
music. Dublin is getting a splendid new pic- 
ture gallery, built by the Corporation on a 
site provided by the Government. I think a 
public concert hall was the greater want: ‘it 
remains an unsatisfied want, and musical 


thing to be done about it. 


LACK OF A HALL. 


If the State, or the municipality, were to 
establish a symphony orchestra to-morrow, 
where could it perform? As for the broad- 
casting service, it hag given at least half a 
dozen symphony concerts since last October 
already this year, but these have taken place 
in the station studio. The programmes have 
included a wide range of classical and modern 
orchestral music, and it is a ‘matter for regret 
that the performances could not be given in 
a suitable public hal). 

Whether the broadcasting service could pro- 
perly be asked: to assist in the provision of a 
public ‘hall, is, perhaps a matter for discus 
sion. | 
Musical’ activities in. Dublin and in other 
parts of the Free State have received much 
help from the broadcasting service. Besides 
the symphony concerts by the 2 RN 
Symphony Orchestra, the Dublin. siation has 
given . fortnightly performances almost 
throughout the vear of operas, including some 
that one never has the chance to hear. in the 
Dublin theatres. . Several operatic perform- 
ances have been relayed from the Gaiety 
Theatre. The Philharmonic Orchestra has 
been engaged regularly to reproduce the 
orchestral programmes prepared for the Phil- 
harmonic Society's own concerts. (n numerous 
occasions the concerts of provincial musical 
societies have been broadcast. Engagements 
to take part in the ordinary studio pro- 
grammes, which every night include much 
music, have given encouragement to many 
Irish vocal and instrumental artistes. 

It is impossible in one article to state all 
the relevant facts and considerations. Here, 
instead, are some aspirations. 


BROADCASTING.

the end of the year. It is a relief to find 
that it is being made by an English company, 
and not, as it easily might have been, by an 
American one. The story is based on Anthony 
Gibbs’s novel, ' Young Apollo,” 
filming is being carried out at Oxford and 
Eistree by London Film Productions. 

A great deal of care has been spent on 
the making of ths film, and it is stated that 
many preliminary weeks were spent at Oxford 
in order to ensure that all the details were 
correct. Permission was given by the author 
ties.for the filming of the various buildings, 
and members of the Oxford University 
Dramatic Society have helped in the minor 
arts. 

Until the picture has been released it will, 
naturally, be impossible to judge whether it 
is genuinely a film of university life or merely

times allow their imagination to run away 
with them, but English producers are rather 
prone to err in the opposite direction.

NAVAN, Friday. 

A feature at the Navan Sessions on Friday 
was the number of licensing prosecutions 
against local publicans, there being four in 
all. two being against the one defendant. 

In the case against Frank McCabe, Water- 
gate street, Navan, who was summoned in 
respect of serving a number of persons with 
drink on Sunday, 10th April last, Justice Goff 
fined defendant £5 and endorsed the licence. 
It was stated for the defence that the pre- 
mises were opened for two customers and a 
number of others rushed in; while the prose- 
cution alleged that the premises were under 
observation from 11.40 a.m. to 1.15 p.m., and 
the men went in separately. In a case against 
Eugene O'Connor, Academy street, Navan, 
for an offence on 15th May last, the Justice 
gave the defendant the benefit of the doubt 
and dismissed the case. In a second case 
against the same defendant Justice Goff im- 
posed a fine of 10s. and endorsed the licence 
for an offence on 26th June last. At 1.5 a.m., 
three men were found on the premises, and 
the publican stated they were invited guests 
and paid no money for their ‘drink; also, he 
believed there was a laxness, as on premises 
in Dublin and elsewhere during Congress 
Week. 

The Justice said that he was not aware of 
any laxness outside Dublin during that period, 
but, in amy case, he was bound to convict 
defendant for allowing persons on licensed 
premises even if they were guests. 

In a case against John McAvoy. Market 
square, Navan, for an offence on 22nd June 
last. the Justice imposed a fine of 10s. and 
endorsed the licence for ‘‘selling.’’ 

The defence was that the drink—whiskey 
and two bottles of porter—was for a sick 
person, and no attempt was made to commit 
an offence. The Justice said that whiskey 
might be medicine, but porter certainly was 
not. and he must hold that there had been a 
breach of the Act.

BELFAST, Saturday. 

The Uister Farmers’ Union are considering 
a proposal of approaching. the Northern 
Government with a view of introducing legis- 
lation in the next session of Parliament to 
secure a reduction and standardisation of tolls 
at fairs and markets in Northern Ireland. It 
is stated that in some cases the tolls are 100 
per cent. higher than pre-war, and that they 
are an unjust burden upon agriculture. It is 
also contended that no tolls should be de- 
manded in any town where there is not pro- 
vided by the local authority a recognised 
market-place with all the conveniences which 
such a service involves, 

It is pointed out in the report of the 
Northern Ministry of Agriculture, recently 
published, on ‘‘ Some inquiries into the con- 
ditions of marketing of certain classes of agri- 
cultural produce,” that very wide differences 
exist in the rates of toll at different markets, 
and those at which the toll is highest are 
often not those which are the best equipped.

It seems likely, 
therefore, that M. Herriot will be faced

M. Herriot’s task, in truth, is un- 
enviable.

Naturally in Moscow it is of the petty sort 
—and is dubbed speculation by righteously 
indignant Marxists—since the grim laws, 

governing all forms of trading, do not 
admit of a Jarger activity. Recent decrees 
“have promised the peasant that he shall 
sell his goods to consumers without inter- 
ference ; middlemen of any kind—in other 
words, all normal methods of convenient 
distribution—are forbidden. Yet, as the 
Moscow Correspondent of tle Observer 
tells us, they are springing up in all 
directions. One woman, for instance, 
takes her place at midnight in a queue and 
buys a pound of sour cream at the fixed 
priee—a rouble and a half—which she 
beats into butter and sells for about ten 
roubles. Others buy up vegetables from 
the peasants and retail them in the towns. 
These people, since they are acting 
iNegally, often demand high prices as a 
return for the risks which they take, but 
it is significant that the ordinary citizen 
is willing to pay what they ask. In fact, 
they have been accepted as necessary evils, 
and those in whom the Communist faith 
is tempered by reason recognise that 
without them food supplies would be even 
less satisfactory than they are.. The chief 
dervice which the middlemen perform is to 
bring the food to the city-dwellers in an 
eatable condition; experience has shown 
that a centralised distribution frequently 
fails to furnish this amenity. Owing 
to their working-class origin the 
middlemen are difficult to detect, and their 
survival: seems to be assured, even if they 
suffer several casualties on their journey 
to political emancipation. 


A Marriage Bureau. 


The match-maker stands justified. One 
of the largest and most important muni- 
cipalities in the world promises to accept 
his principle, and to convert it into a 
definite function of government. The Muni- 
cipality of Tokyo proposes to assume the 
réle of official match-maker for Japane-e 
in want of wives and husbands. If 
adopts a scheme which is now under con- 
sideration, 1,800 applicants will be suited 
in a year. Applicants must fill up forms 
giving their age, education and social 
standing, in addition to the type of 
husband or wife required; doubtless, a 
photograph of the applicant will be a de- 
sirable. if not essential, adjunct. The 
municipality will not guarantee satisfac- 
tion: it will not patch up quarrels, and it 
will not give compensation if its judgment 
has been at fault. Yet we do not expect 
that there will be many mistakes. Once 
the bureau has satisfied its first few 
hundred couples—the suiting of whom, it 
is true, will be a chancy matter—it ought 
to have gained sufficient experience to 
render the possibility of errors almost 
negligible. It will have the advantages of 
the village match-maker multiplied many 
hundred times—and the amateur maich- 
maker has scored at least as many 
successes as he has made mistakes. 
The “ made marriage” revolts the 
romanticist; but both the cynic and the 
sociologist contend that, if its results are 
not always perfect, it is-no more: liable to 
error, in the long run, than the marriage 
inspired by any other process. On the 
surfaec, at any rate, the made marriages of 
the West of Ireland do not appear to be 
less satisfactory than the love matches of 
the West End of London:

The King is leaving London to-day in 
order to review the Home Fleet of the British 
Navy, assembled for the occasion in Wey- 
mouth Bay, temarks 7’he Times editorially. 
Hia Majesty. who will be accompanied by 
| the Prince of Wales and Prince George, in- 
tends to spend a few days among the men 
of the profession.in which he himself served, 
and for which he is known to feel so much 
affection. He will live again for a very brief 
period among the sights and sounds, and in 
the traditions of the service in which, in his 
own words, he was educated and trained, 
It will be the first occasion for eight years 
that His Majesty has -reviewed the British 
Fleet; his practice having recently been to 
pay informal “visits: to his® sailors engaged 
upon their normal work, rather than to hold 
ceremonial reviews, 

The changed form which the King’s in- 
terest has taken may be sald to have as its 
counterpart a corresponding change in the 


people, who are now much less accustomed 
to naval pageants than they were before 
1914, but who have far more opportunities 
of visiting individual ships and getting to 
know the actual conditions in which satlors 
live when they go to sea.

The road- 
way and the space beyond the barriers, as 
well as the adjoining arrival platform, 
were crowded with people, and when a 
man called for cheers there was such a 
hearty ‘response that Mr. © Macdonald 
seemed almost overwhelmed. 


CHEERED ALL THE WAY. 


Giving a message to Press representa- 
tives, he said, ‘‘I am very glad to get 
back after a very strenuous fight on behalf 
of a most admirable cause, with splendid 
colleagues. I hope it will be the begin- 
ning of confidence, of hope, and of good.

The Lausanne Convention and its an- 
nexes were signed with a gold pen at the 
final plenary session on Saturday morning 
by the heads of the delegations—Mr. Mac- 
donald, M. Renkin (Belgium), M. Her- 
riot, Mr. Yoshida (Japan), Signor Mos- 
cont. and Herr von Papen; also hy Mr. 
G. Stone on behalf of Canada, Sir T. Wil- 
ford for New Zealand; Sir. Granville 
Ryrie for Australia, M. Zaleski for 
Poland, and by a South African represen-

Speaking in an unusually deep voice, 
| Mr. Macdonald declared: ‘‘ Our work has 
put a new page in history ; not the end of 
‘a chapter, but the beginning of a new 
book.”

WASHINGTON’S VIEW. 


The State Department has already an- 
nounced that there is no change in the 
Government's attitude to the question of 
War debts as outlined by President 
Hoover last year. Then, the President 
said that he did not approve of cancella- 
tion, but that further temporary adjust- 
ments might be necessary. 

Officials express the opinion (says 
Reuter’s Correspondent) that it would be 
unwise from a tactical point of view for 
the debtor nations to: approach the U.S. 
Government until after the elections in 
November, because of the distinct possi- 
bility that such action might tend to 
crystallise sentiment not only in Congress, 
but throughout the country against any 
adjustment of debts. 

On the eve of a great electoral cam- 
paign Congress has again reiterated in a 
resolution its opposition to the cancella- 
tion or reduction of War debts.

FOUR OF CREW 
‘MISSING. 


SOME THRILLING 
RESCUES.

THRILLING drama of the sea was 

related to me to-day on the arrival 
of the s.c. Skerries, of the Clyde Shipping 
Company, from Bristol. 

At 5.30 o'clock yesterday evening the 
Skerries, in a dense fog, collided with a 
drifter trawler, Mary Evelyn, of Rams- 
gate. The Mary Evelyn sank within two 
minutes of the impact, and four lives 
were lost. ‘The remainder of her crew, 
five souls, including the captain, Daniel 
Mynheer, were saved with great difficulty. 

The collision oceurred ten miles west of 
Helwick Lightship, in the Bristol 
Channel, between Lundy and Caldy 
Islands. 

The missing men are William Marshall 
(22), single, second engineer; Robert 
Osborne (26), single, deck hand; 
Frederick Holness (48), married, one 
child, deck hand; Frank Bennett (53), 
marrted, one child, cook. 

The rescued are Skipper Daniel 
Mynheer, Ramsgate; Thomas Knight, 
mate, Ramsgate ; Bertram Osborne, Rams- 
gate; Cecil Rice, Lowestoft; Sydney 
Pullman, Ramsgate. 

The survivors, who were picked up by 
the s.s. Skerries, assisted by the ss. 
Makella, one of the Anchor Brocklebank 
Cades vessels, which happened to be in the 
vicinity, reached Waterford early this 
morning. 


LASSOED OFF BRIDGE, 


Skipper Mynheer tells the story of the 
collision and rescues. ' We were fishing 
at the time,” he said. ‘There was densa 
foz, and light was very dim. All hands 
were v1 deck assisting in the work, when 
suddenly the bows of a steamer loomed 
out of the mist right ahead of us. Before 
i was possible to move a hand there was 
a rending crash as the vessels struck, and 
our boat, cut in two forward, heeled over 
under the bows of the Skerries, which 
crashed her comparatively frail timbers 
into pieces. 

““ We were thrown in all directions by 
the impact, and there wis no time to 
think of anything. It was a case of every 
man for himself. As our vessel sank I 
felt a rope encircle my body and I was 
pulled off the bridge. 1 learned after- 
wards that I would have been dashed to 
pieces against the steamer’s side had not 
one of the rescuers cn the Skerries 
lassoed me and hauled me clear on to 
the Skerries deck. 

‘Two men were picked up with lines 
thrown from the deck of the Skerries, and 
two others were rescued in a lifeboat. 
Owing to fog it was impossible to see men 
in the water. and all that could be done 
was to throw out lighted lifebuoys.”’ 

Skipper Mynheer praised the Skerries’ 
crew for the manner in which they took 
the mate and pulled him out of the sea. 

‘ As for myself,” he said, “ it was just 
an act of God that the rope dropped 
around me. I don’t know how they did 
it in the heaving sea. I believe that the 
mate of the Skerries threw the rope. He 
undoubtedly saved my life, for I should 
never have been picked up.”’ 

When seen in his cabin aboard the s.s. 
Skerries this morning, Captain 4{icKinnon 
was too distressed to make any statement. 


SEA-BOOT COSTS A LIFE. 


Mr Lee, the steward, told me that when 
crash occurred they did not know 
what had happened. ‘‘ Mr. McDonald, the 
mate, and I ran to the rails and threw a 
rope around a man on the bridge of the 
trawler. We succeeded in lassoing him, 
and when we hauled him aboard we dis- 
covered that he was the skipper. 

‘There was then no sign of anyone else 
aboard the trawler.

For just a second we saw a 
man in the water, but when we lassoed 
him by the leg, and proceeded to haul 
him on board, his sea-hoot came of, and 
with it the rope. The man was lost.

CONSEQUENCES TO 
BE FACED. 


MR. DERRIG’S PLEA 
FOR SUPPORT. 


From Ovr CorRESPONDENT. 
KILKENNY, Sunday. 


DDRESSING a largely-attended Fianna 
A Fail Convention in the City Hall, 
Kilkenny, this evening, Mr. Derrig, 
Minister for Education, referred to the reten- 
tion of the land annuities. They had a good 
legal and a good historical case, he said, and 
they were not going to throw away that 
case lightly. 
We are going to face the consequences, he 
declared, rather than give in to any threaten- 
, or to what we consider would be a 
surrender of the ple’s rights. If we are 
going to succeed in that, we must have the 
people behind us. If the British feel that 
the country is divided, and that the people 
are not going to stand behind us, they will 
try to maintain an insecure position. The 
only way that the Fianna Fail organisation 
can help to counter that is by being pre- 
pared, by having our organisation ready, 
and by using our influence to keep the people 
disciplined and united. 


THE ECONOMIC PROBLEM. 


To solve the economic depression, he said, 
they believed that they should have a policy 
of their own, a national policy, to deal not 
only with unemployment and agricultural 
depression, but with the whole economic 
situation. They should not be dependent on 
whether other countries were going to im- 
prove or not. They should set out resolutely 
to improve matters as far as their own country 
was concerned, and to make it, as far 
as possible, self-supporting. At the same 
time, they realised the importance of the 
English market, and it was in recognition of 
the importance of that market that they sent 
the dalexation to Ottawa. They recognised 
that the Irish people were largely dependent 
on the English market at the present time. 
Whether that was a good thing for the 
country or not in the long run, he would not 
say. 

We are now faced, he said, with certain 
measures which the British Government say 
they propose to take against us, and as we 
are responsible for the government of the 
country at present, I think it 1s only right 
for me to say that any steps we have taken 
in order to hold for the Irish people moneys 
that we think rightfully belong to them, we 
have only taken after due and full considera- 
tion. We are not asking the people of this 
country to take the consequences without 
having carefully examined the matter in 
advance. 


POSSIBLE FINANCIAL LOSS. 


If the British Government pursue their 
policy I do not believe that in the long 
run it will be to the disadvantage 
of the Irish people. It may be inconvenient ; 
it may inflict serious financial loss upon us; 
but, at any rate, there is a very considerable 
amount of money in question, and when we 
have agreed to what we consider a fair 
solution and fair arbitration, I think we are 
entitled to ask for the support of the people. 

It is suggested that if these measures are 
brought Near the Irish people will have to 
pay. It remains to be seen whether they 
will pay the five millions in question or not, 
and if the British Government carry out 
these measures they may be in danger of 
Josing that five million pounds. I think 
their policy would be rather to threaten us, 
and try to create a feeling of insecurity, 
particularly in the live stock trade, so that 

ple will not know exactly what is going to 
appen. if it was good policy for the world 
to get rid of war debts there is all the more 
reason why the Irish people should get rid of 
the burden plactd upon them, because their 
lands were seized by CUromwell and his 
followers.

THE MONEY TO BE HELD. 


From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 


CULAREMORRIS, Sunday. 

Mr. VitzGerald-Kenny’s recent statement 
thet the Government’s action in with-holding 
ths Land Annuities from England was 
grossly illegal, and that we had not even a 
prema facie case for their retention, was 
strongly condemned by Mr. E. Moane, 1.U., 
who spoke at Logboy to-day. 

President de Valera has agreed, said Mr. 
Moane, to allow the question of land 
annuities. to go to arbitration, but we want 


an impartial tribunal. 


This country and the money in it belongs 
to us, and we are going to. hold it for the 
irish people, declared Mr. Moane. The 
people should place full confidence *~ Presi- 
dent de Valera. He is the one man in the 
world who will save them, and he will not 
be bullied by threats of war. There will be 
no war, neither will there be an election at 
a near date. We mean to retain our money, 
the money which has been illegally sent out 
of this country. 

Referring to the Budget. Mr, Moane de- 
scribed it as one of the fairest Budgets ever 
introduced into any country, 

He sirongly believed that arbitration would 
result in a decision in their favour. ‘‘ There 
can be no doubt about it,” he declared, 
'“becaúse we are legally entitled to the 
money.” 


THE SECRET AGREEMENT. 


Mr. O’Cleary, T.D., said :—We are going 
to put our policy into operation. We were 
called .embezzlers when we said we were 
going to retain the land annuities. We 
were called robbers, and told that our action 
was highly illegal, and against the Ten Com- 
mandments, and that the stockholders would 
not be paid. But the British Government 
has not even suggested that we are robbers, 
and as regards the stockholders the British 
Government has admitted that the stock- 
holders would have to be paid by them. 
There ig one agreement by which England 
claims her right to the land annuities; it 
is the secret agreement made between the 
late Government and the British Govern- 
ment. This agreement was secretly kept 
in Leinster House, and it was marked 
“secret.” It was kept a secret until Mr.

THIRTY-ONE INJURED IN 
COLLISION.

One man was killed and thirty-one people 
were taken to hospital for treatment following 
a collision between two trains on the Scar- 
borough Corporation Miniature Railway, in 
the North Bay Pleasure Park yestetday. after- 
noon. 

The accident was witnessed by hundreds of 
holiday-makers. Some of the carriages were 
overturned. 

Thirty-one . people. were treated at the 
hospital, some of them being able to leave 
after receiving attention. i 

As soon as the seriousness of the accident 
was realised a number of doctors were quickly 
on the scene, and help was given by people 
in the vicinity, a number of whom had had 
Policemen 


experience of ambulance work. 
rendered first-aid to the injured. 

The two trains came into collision head-on 
as one of them was leaving the loop at the 
middle station, known as the North Bay 
Station, while the other train was approaching 
the statio., and the collision occurred at á 
bend. i 

One of the engines, that of the train from 
Scalby Mills, was ‘thrown ovér on its 
side, and the engine driver, a map 
named Carr, was pinned underneath. 
In order to remove him the engine had to he 
lifted, but by the time it was done Carr was 
dead 


Help was rushed to the spot by ambulances, 
a number of private cars which wert com: 
mandeered, police motor patrols and fire 
engines. Soldiers from barracks near by also 
gave assistance. Some of the injured were 
unconscious when picked up, but recovered 
later. 

Among those detained at the hospitel were 
two children and five women. 

The two engines are identical, weigh four 
and a half tons, and are scale models of the 
L.N.E.R. Great Pacific, being one-third of the 
actual size. The coac are of the open-air 
type. The trains are propelled by crude. oil 
engines. 

The miniature railway was opened in May 
of last year as part of an improvement 
scheme on the north side of Scarlorough. It 
runs for nearly a mile through new pleasure 

rounds, and has three stations—at Peasho'm, 
The Beach and Scalby Mills. The gauge is 
twenty inches, and the engines have a maxr 


mum ma of sixteen mi an hour. One 
‘hundred passengers could be taken in five 


coaches of the first train to be built.

HE agument that an economic war 

e would be as disastrous for England 4s 
for the Irish Free State was ans 

by Mr. Ernest Blythe in a le at 

Ballinamore to-day to the South Leitrim 
Cumann na nGaedheal Executive.  . 

Referring to Mr. de Valera's opposition to 
an Empire Tribunal, Mr. Blythe said that 
personally” he did not believe that there was 
one chance in a million that any tribunal 
would accept the legal contention of the Free 
State Government in regard to the Land An- 
nuities, but he believed that if there was any 
chance at all Mr. de Valera would have a 
hetter chance before a Commonwealth ‘Tri- 
bunal than he would have before a tribunal 
like the Permanent Court of International 
Justice at the Hague, because some of the 
arguments that he would put forward might 
carry A little weight with a jurist trained in 
the British system, but they would carry no 
weight at all with a Continental jurist, 

In my view, said Mr. Blythe, it does not 
matter what sort of tribunal is appointed, 
and I believe it would be much better if Mr. 
de Valera were to abandon altogether his 
legal contention, and his idea of disposing 
of this matter by a tribunal, and tarn his 
eyes to Lausanne and ‘the lesson that might 
be drawn from that. 


AN ECONOMIC WAR. 


If there was not agreement of some fort 
on this matter very speedily, Mr. Blythe 
continued, the country was likely to he 
actually engaged in an economic war with 
Great Britain, and the Government that 
lightly plunged the country into such an 
econom war would have much to answer 
for. 

There is no use, he continued, in our talk- 
ing about the economic damage wé can do 
to Great Britain, as a lot of Fianna. Fail 
eople ate talking. We should leave the 

ritish people to consider that, “That is their 
business; bat the business of this country and 
of the Government of this country is to con- 
sider the economic damage consequent to us. 
Suppose that the economic damage done by 
a tariff war to this country . totalled 
£35,000,000, which was roughly the cost of 
the civil war, and a cost which, the country 
could much less afford now than at the time 
of the civil war, that is a very big thing for 
this country. But if we were to do 
£35,000,000 worth of damage to Great 
Britain, that would not be a very terrible 
thing for Great Britain. So, when peopie say 
that if an economic war starts we could give 
as good as we get, that is not a good argu- 
ment for viewing the prospect with equani- 
mity. 

It has been suggested, said Mr. Blythe, 
that if the British put a special tariff on 
Free State produce for the purpose of recover- 
ing te their own fund and repaying to their 
own Exehequer the amount of the annuities 
the Government here could retaliate by put- 
ting new tariffs on English produce. But 
what good would that do to the Irish ea 
If stoek which is already dirt cheap fell lower 
what would it do the farmer to know 
that lish goods coming into the country 
would have an additional tariff, so that he 
er, heve to pay more when he bought 
them ! 


THE OATH. 


Mr. Blythe went on to say that they 
might have agreement in the next few days, 
or in the next few weeks in regard to the 
constitution of a tribunal, “and in that event 
an économic. war of that type would not 


take place; but the quarrel which the Go- 


ona — had started with Great Britain in 


regard” = Oath would presumably remain

His. personal view was that the diff- 
culties. which were being made about

SERMON.

HE Ven. Archdeacon Kerr, preaching 
in Belfast Cathedral at. an Orange 
anniversary Service this. afternoon, said 
that in the . fifteen-hundredth anni- 
versary of the coming of St. Patrick they 
had learned once again how the past could 
be made fruitful. In many ways it called 
them to thankfulness for the benefits that 
had come down to them, stimulating them 
to be worthy of the men who left their 
examples of high and honourable 
endeavour. It inspired them to play their 
own part in the present manfully, as heirs 
of lofty traditions and to guard their own 
inheritance. They and he met that day 
as members of a society for the defence 
and maintenance of the religion of Jesus 
Christ. They knew it was the most precious 
possession of humanity for the defence of 
truth. They had to oppose deceptive and 
militant error, and they counted the ex- 
posure of what was wrong in. religious 
teaching as a duty that could not be 
shirked. The Bible must have been 
St. Patrick’s joy and his study. 
day and night, and he could scarcely 
write half a dozen lines without quoting 
it, and it was the substance of his teach- 
ing. 


THE EARLY CHURCH, 


The chief glory of the early Irish 
Church, said the Archdeacon, was its 
Biblical scholarship. He wondered what 
St. Patrick would. have thought of a 
pastoral from the Cardinal Archbishop of 
Armagh which declares;.that '' Pro- 
testants never took a more disastrous step 
when they set up Scripture interpretated 
by the aid of private judgment as the 
rule of faith,” Could St. Patrick have 
believed that even in Ireland those who 
spoke in his name would -have been afraid 
to let the Irish people have God’s word in 
their hands—would make it an almost 
unknown book? The devotional atmo- 
— of St. Patrick’s writing was closely 
akin to that of their Protestant worship. 
There was no trace at all of intercessors 
that Rome had introduced into the 
people’s devotions. 

Referring to the Council of Whitby in 
A.D. 664, Archdeacon Kerr said that the 
matters in dispute then—the Easter date 
and the tonsure—might not seem of 
great importance, but they split the 
Christian society then, hike they 
involved the supremely important 
question of the acknowledgment 
of the authority of the Bishop of Down. 
The real issue was the independence of 
the Celtic Church. The question was de- 
cided on the point of the authority of 
Rome, and Rome won. The Irish refused 
to submit. The Irish Bishop Colman re- 
signed his bishopric there and then, and 
with his companions left thé country. 
Proof abounded that the struggle meant 
the Irish Church would not acknowledge 
the Roman supremacy, and was, in con- 
sequence, out of communion with Rome. 
The spokesman of Rome at Whitby was 
given Colman’s abandoned bishopric, but 
he would not consent. to be. ordained 
by Irish bishops whom he and 
Rome, regarded as excommunicatetl 
and ..schismatic. A Pope wrote. 
Ulster Churchmen accusing them 
heresy. That did not terrify them. The 
Trish Church was held to be outside the 
society of the Church of Christ, just as 
Cardinal MacRoty says. Protestants. are 
now; but they preferred old ways to 
Rome’s wy. 


INDEPENDENCE. 


For the. first seven hundred years, the 
years of its unequalled glory, the Irish 
Church was outside the jurisdiction cf 
Rome. Its independence was temporarily 
lost then for four centuries; the Reforma- 
tion only gave it back its primitive free- 
dom; the real subjection’ of the Irish 
Church to the Pope was effected through 
the Norman invaders. The Pope handed 
Ireland over to the English King, 
ordered the [rish io receive him as their 
lord, and declared that he did this for the 
enlargement of the bounds of the Church. 
The next Pope strenuously endorsed the 
policy. He ascribed King Henry's con- 
quest of Ireland to Divine imépira- 
tion and rejoiced in its success. 
His slanderous denunciation of Tvish 
religion must fill any true Irishman with 
disgust. They were called a savage and 
uncivilised people who knew nothing of 
God's laws. Every term of contempt was 
heaped on the religion of.the Irish, and 
that was how the Church of Patrick and 
Columba and Aidan and the rest of the 
saints and scholars, who filled Hurope with 
their evangelical labours and scholarship, 
the Church of the sculptured crosses and 
works of Christian art and architecture 
and glorious illuminated Gospels was re- 
garded at Rome.

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CAMERONIAN NOT TO RUN FOR THE ECLIPSE 


STAKES 


From Our TRAVELLING CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Sunday Night. 
HE real business of the day when we gu 
ah to Newmarket to-morrow for the Secoud 
July meeting will be the sale of the 
late Sir John Rutherford’s Solario, who will 
come up in the course of the afternoon. Tak- 
ing the times and the character of the horse 
into consideration, it is the most interesting 
individual sale that I can r —par- 
ticularly because it is a strictly business pro- 
position, 

I was going to write that the days have 
gone by when a few rich men would have 
said to thatanebves : “I will have Solario,”’ 
and would have bid against each other until 
the horse had made a colossal price. It is 
better to say that those days are 7 in the 
eclipse, and that the sun will he shining 
brightly, and that they will come back later 


AN OFFER OF £76,000. 

Six years ago the horse was worth £75,000., 
at least that was the offer which Mr. J. B. 
Joel made in writing for him to Sir John 
Rutherford. I do not doubt that if Sir John 
Rutherford had shown any desire to deal that 
the Aga Khan would have implemented a 
gesture which he made semi-publicly to the 
effect that he would give £100,000 for him, 
because he then seemed to have the Ascot 
Gold Cup and a few other valuable races at 
his mercy. 

Since then Solario has “ made ” himself at 
the stud. He is a proven success, even 
though he has not got anything in the way 
of an exceptional horse. i may say paren- 
thetieally that I never thought Solario worthy 
of being described as a rea ally great horse, in 
spite of all the fulsome adulation bestowed on 
him; nor has he yet sired one that can be 
scribed as great, or even nearly great. All 
the same he is good enough for anyone’s pur- 
pose. When one comes to value him it must 
be remembered that he will be eleven years 
old when he begins to earn money for his 


i new owners—I am presuming, of course, that 


a syndicate will buy him, for if he becomes 
the property of an individual who is com- 
pera wealthy already he will complicate 
is super-tax return, 

AN ESTIMATE. 

Solario is, therefore, a diminishing security, 
and the money laid out on him must rome 
back within the next four years, for when a 
sire reaches the age of fifteen he becomes 
very difficult to insure, and his future after 
that age -is uncertain. Then, when one 
reckons super-tax, insurance and all the other 
incidental charges, there will remain out of 
every pound he earns in fees only nine shil- 
lings for the owners. 

I have seen a set of figures actually worked 
out, and, assuming their complete accuracy, 
Solario is worth £25,000 as a strictly com- 
mercial proposition. Those figures allow for 
every. consideration, and on them there is 
almost a minimum of risk in giving this sum 
for him with the ide> of showing a fair profit 
on the transaction.. They allow for practi- 
cally every risk except that—which is a very 
remote one—of his becoming suddenly infer- 
tile. He will make a good deal more than 
this sum, in my own opinion—probably more 
than £30,000, because some people will feel 
inclined to take the major instead of the 
minor risk. I know of three syndicates in 
the field who are prepared to bid for him, 
and there may be more. 

One of them, strangely enough, is Ameri- 
can. All the syndicates are composed mainly 
of breeders, who, if they happen to be in 
the group which secures him in the sale ring, 
will be assured of nominations to him, which, 
of course, is a consideration, as; on the

£25, 000 basis which I have menttoned above, 
the assumption is that those who would have 
his management would hire his services how 
and where they choose. His fee now is 500 
guineas, Thirty-seven service contracts are 
already arra ie ff for next season; so there 1s 
a certain £19 500 gross to come back — 
the space of twelve months or so. Te 
tion of his fee for the covering season ge 
is a matter of conjecture. 
THE QUESTION OF FEE. 

We shall know better the state of the year- 
“ae AR market after the Doncaster sales, but, 
ie ging things as they are at present, it ma 

that. he i have to be reduced to 
guineas. If, however, a syndicate aoe him 
who will use him exclusively for their own 
mares, with perhaps a few public ones, the 
question of his future fee does not enter so 
much into the argument. Altogether, as I 
have said above, it is a sale of absorbing 
interest, and should show us what rich men 
think of the futare of the bloodstock market. 
I hazard the conjecture that Solario will be 
roi either where he is at present—at 
Reg ay's Terrace House Stud at New- 
market—or else at the Littleton Stud, near 
Winchester, controlled by Mr. Gerald Deane. 

The weights for the Stewards’ Cup were 
published in the Macing Calendar last Thurs- 
day, and I have seen few more interestin 
handicaps. I am prepared to see a al 
acceptance published this week. In the case 
of une candidate, Clustine, who would have 
captivated the public fancy to some extent. 
Sam Darling, his trainer, has already stated 
that he is more likely to run for the big 
weight for age sprint at the meeting, the 
King George Stakes, than for the handicap. 
Lemnarchus has top-weight, 9st. 7ib., and I 
doubt whether he is capable of carrying so 
much over six furlongs. He is one whose 
chance Í do not care for. 

Concerto is 2th. below him. The handi- 
capper, of course, had to take into account 
the great improvement he has been making, 
and the fact that he has won his last three 
races, al high-class events—the Salford 
Borough Handicap, the Wokingham Stakes 
at Ascot, and the July_Cup. He is a wiry 
horse. but only a medium-sized one, and | 
doubt whether he can carry this weight 
successfully in a handicap like this. 

More to my liking is Captain Bell’s other 
candidate, Poor ‘Lad. who won the race last 
year with 7st. 11lb., and this year has 8st. 
5ib. This I do not consider at all unreason- 
able, and I shall expect to see him among 
the acceptors. He is a better horse now 
than he was last year. Of that I am con- 
fident, and so he looks like being hard to 
beat at Goodwood. 

FANCIED HORSES. 

There are two horses that we have heard 
of all the year as likely winners of this 
event. One is the American Morstone and 
the other is the French-bred Alluvial, who is 
now in Mr. J. B. Joel’s stable. Both have 
high home reputations as fast horses, but 
the handicappers still keep Morstone high— 
he has 8st. 13lb. here, while Alluvial has 
8st. Sib, Another French horse, Slipper, 
whom Sir Alfred Butt bought just before he 
won at Ascot, has 8st. 10Ib. 

As a three-year-old, Zanoff ran second last 
year, receiving 4lb. from Poor Lad. This 
time he has 8st. 7lb., and gives Poor Lad 21b. 
I am sure that Zanoff’s best distance is six 
furlongs, and that he found the distance too 
far in both the Lincolnshire Handicap and 
the Victoria Cup, 

Cockpen naturally heads the three-year- 
wage and he has been given 8st. 91b., that
